An ostrich 
egg weigha 66 ouncoa and ia equal to 19 
pounds of the same meat. When eggs are 
sold by the pound a dozen ostri< h egga 
weighing 42 pounds will bring |1'-80 at 
the present time at Corson's store. Fer- 
napa you can induce your neighbors to 
join yon in this business.

arton people's evidence on Sept. 25, in 
the office of tbe Galdwell Dim.

ny God, what will my wife and children 
do KOW !'* 


A statement wsfl drawn np at that 


time, Betting forth the aetsils of tbe 
tfrime, which Wright is said to br-ve 
signed. Mr. Mulholland secured his alv 
rest on the same day as he was leavfvg 
the store on a warrant issued by Magis- 
trate Kochersperger.

Wmter Pipe* anil Freevtna*. 


Housekeepers as a rule do not under- 


stand why It IB the hot water pipe 
Is the first to freeze In very cold weath- 
er. They think that It ought to be the 
other way around—that hot water 
ought to withstand tbe low tempera- 
ture longer than cold water will. That 
does seem reasonable, but a little In 
vestlgatlcn obows us that It Is not. Hot 
water freezes more quickly than cold 
water for several reasons. In the first 
place, tbe boiling of water expels the 
air from It, and water will not freeze 
until It had parted with Its air. In the 
second place, there is always a slight 
agitation on tbe surface of hot water, 
and this promotes congelation by as 
sistlng the crystals to change their po- 
sition until they assume that most fa- 
vorable to solidification. 
Then the 


particles in hot water divide Into small 
er globules by reason of the heat, and 
less resistance Is therefore offered to 
the cold than In cold water. 


Ancient Glnaa. 


In the Slade collection at the British 


museum lu London the must ancient 
specimen of pure glass the date of 
which can be approximately fixed Is a 
small lion's head, bearing the name of 
an Egyptian king of the eleventh dy- 
nasty. That Is to nay, at a period which 
may be moderately placed at more 
than 2,000 j ears B. C. glass was made 
with a skill which shows that the art 
was far from new —London Telegraph.

If the school num- 
ber, say, fifty fish It means a hundred 
watchful eyes aud a collective shyness 
adjusted to that of the most timid fish 
of the fifty, whose sudden dash to safe- 
ty gives tbe warning signal to all. A 
single nervous trout—and there are 
usually several—Is thus enough to scat- 
ter a big school In a flash and baffle the 
hopes of the angler.—Clarence Demlng 
In Outing Magazine.
